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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of the species of claims 1-11 in the reply filed 
on December 22, 2006 is acknowledged. Therefore, the examiner has been considered 
and withdrawn the election requirement set forth in the last Office action. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. See page 2, lines 3-5 of the 
specification. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to because the Applicants informally deleted the two 
lines connected between block elements 200 and 220 of Fig. 2 (a clean version of Fig. 2 
is required). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
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immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date 
of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or 
"New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 3 and 10 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 
3, line 11, "a clock signal" should be "the clock signal" and lines 11-12, the term "the 
digital input signal through" should be deleted; in claim 10, line 6, "as first" should be "as 
the first". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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6. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claim 7 contains the subject matter of determining two sampling points of a 
digitally converted analog signal; dividing the sampling cycle between the two sampling 
points by the sum of the amplitudes of the two sampling points; and multiplying the 
smaller sample point amplitude by the divided amount. However, the claimed subject 
matter which was not clearly described in the specification or shown in the disclosure of 
the drawings in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 7-8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 7 (line 5) and claim 8 (lines 6 and 7), the terms "the smaller sample point 
amplitude" and "the two sampling points" both lack antecedent basis. Wherein the 
dependent claim 10 depends upon the independent claim 8.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

10. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yokoyama et 
al. U. S. Patent No. 6,459,733 (hereinafter "Yokoyama"). 

Regarding claim 7, Yokoyama discloses a detailed block diagram of an image 
feature determiner circuit 40 in Figure 3 of a fade detector 12 of Figure 3 comprising 
circuitries (80-96) for determining two sampling points of incoming digital video images 
and dividing the sampling cycle between the two sampling points by the sum (96) of the 
amplitudes of the two sampling points; and a circuitry (98) for multiplying a smaller 
sample point amplitude (the number of pixels of one image dfcita) by the divided amount. 
See col. 6, lines 22-61. Wherein the one-bit delay circuit 80 delays the incoming pixel 
data by one pixel duration or sampling cycle (col. 6, lines 29-31). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 1-2,4 and 1 1 are allowed. 

12. Claims 3 and 10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
objections set forth in this Office action. 
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13. Claim 8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
